DEFINITION OF GOOD MORAL CHARACTER 


The Nursing Practice Act of Missouri requires 
that the applicant for a license to practice 
as a professional registered nurse or as a 
practical nurse shall submit to the Missouri 
State Board of Nursing written evidence of 
age, of good morai character, and of good 
physical and mencal health, 


At their meeting on April 22-23, 1969 the 
members of the Missouri State Board of Nursing 
established the policy that an individual 
convicted of a feloay is not considered to be 
of good moral character and therefore is not 
eligicle to write the State Board Test Pool 
Examination for licensure in Missouri as a 
registered professional nurse or as a licensed 
practical nurse aad is not eligible for lic- 
ensure in Missouri by endorsement from another 
state, 


This decision was reached after many hours of 
careful deliberation and after discussions at 
several meetings of the members of the Board 

of Nursing with the Assistant Attorney General 
assigned to the Board of Nursing. The members 


of the Board of Nursing established this pol- 
icy with the advice and consent of the Assist~- 
ant Attorney General assigned to the Board of 
Nursing.
